The 3tst Annual Meeting of the Mackay Institution for 
Protestant Deaf-Mutes and the Blind, was held at the 
office of the Secretary-Treasurer,Canada Life Building, on 
Thursday Dec. 5th. 1901 at 3.30 p. m.

MANAGERS’ REPORT 
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The Board of Managers of the Mackay Institution for 
Protestant Deaf-Mutes and the Blind, have again the honor 
to present the thirty-first Annual Report ‘to the patrons 
and friends of the Institution for the year ending 31st 
July 1901 :— ° 

The board have to report that some of the older pupils, 
having found employment during the summer holidays, 
made ‘for themselves a good start in life and therefore did 
not return to school. To fill their places a number of 
new pupils were received. 

The report of the Superintendent and that of the an- 
nual Examiners are submitted herewith, and the Board 
have to express their thanks to the Rev’s. Hugh Pedley 
and E. Bushell, who so kindly conducted them. 

The annual statements with the auditors’ report and 
verification of securities are presented here. In con- 
nection with this, the Board would point ont, that while 
the number of pupils show no decrease, the paying ones 
are in the minority, which adds somewhat to the financial 
anxieties of the Board. 

The Board beg to express their extreme appreciation of 
the services of the medical staff, which are given without 
stint or regard of calls on their time. 

The Managers also record with appreciation the able 
services of their Superintendent, Mrs. Ashcroft and the 
zeal, for the past twenty years, with which she has con- 
ducted their work with unremitting energy, her super- 
vision has been of the most valuable nature. 

Mrs. P. 8. Stevenson has resigned her position as one 
of the Lady Directresses, in consequence of her absence 
from the city preventing her from continuing the close 
attention she has hitherto given to the Institute, and while 
accepting it with regret, the Board feel they have lost the 
services of a most valuable coadjutor, and one who always 
took a great interest in its prosperity. Mrs. Stevenson 
still remains a member of the Board of Governors. 
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The Managers have to regret the death of the late 
Andrew Allan who was connected with the Institute from 
its earliest foundation and also the Rev. A. B. Mackay, 
who was greatly interested in the spiritual and temporal 
welfare of the pupils and whose kind advice and assist- 
ance will be greatly missed.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 
———S oO en 
To theBoard vf Management of the Mackay Institution 


During the scholastic year 1900-1901, sixty-seven pupils 
were in atte ndance, of this number six were blind, six 
Sore perie ‘ct hearing but imperfect speech, eight had de- 
fec e hearing and forty-seven were totally deaf. Eleven 
of the above came from other provinces and from the 
United States. 

Our staff consists of five teachers including the super- 
intendent. Gratifying results were attained in all the 
classes and numerous letters received expressive of the 

delight of the parents at the progress made by their chil- 
dren while under our care, tended to cheer and encour- 
age the teachers in their arduous, self-denying work. 
The aim of this Institution is to impart to the pupils a 
good English education and a knowledge of some handi- 
eraft that will enable them later to take their places in 
the world and compete successfully with those in poss- 
ession of all their faculties. 

Miss Ethel Ross, a successful teacher of the Kindergar 
ten class, was obliged to take a year’s rest. Miss Ross 
was succeeded by Miss Geraldine Da! y, who received her 
training at the Mac kay Institution and — had four years 
practic: al experience in teaching the deaf. We cordially 
welcome Miss Daly back. Mr. Harold ML Hall, a senior 
pupil, was created boys’ supervisor. The Blind were in- 
structed in the ordinaryE: iglish branches and in music and 
chair-caning. Miss Ida McLeod, who has been with us 
for eight years and Miss Elizabeth Duncan, for five years, 
devote part of their time to this class. Mr. George Payne, 
himself a pupil, assists in the musical department. 

Under the efficient supervision of Mr. Ernest Mason, 
the boys in the carpenter-shop have accomplished very 
good work both in cabinet-making and wood-carving, 
and some of his young apprentices bid fair to become ex- 
cellent workmen. 
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The printing office was superintended by Mr. William 
Lea, the annual reports were printed and numerous min- 
or jobs executed. The shoe-shop was in charge of an 
adult pupil, George Brethour, who imparted to seven little 
boys, the trade he had himself acquired at the Institu- 
tion. Numerous necessary repairs were made at the close 
of the session in June last, on the building and grounds, 
by the senior pupils under the direction of the carpenter, 
and such improvements effected as were sanctioned by 
the Board of Management. 

The new Rider-Ericsson engine, alluded to in our last 
report, proved most satisfactory and our cisterns were 
kept well filled with pure water from an Artesian well. 
Only those who have suffered from a dearth of water in 
the household, understand what a boon it is to have a 
bountiful supply. The health of the inmates was un- 
usually good although contagious diseases were frequent- 
ly prevalent in our locality. Three cases of pneumonia, 
one of pleurisy and some minor ailments received un- 
remitting attention from our visiting physician, Dr. How- 
ard M. Church, who during the term, paid us thirty-one 
visits. One girl returned to school suffering from tuber- 
culosis, she was subsequently removed to the Moore 
Convalescent Home, Longue Pointe, where she succumb- 
ed to the disease. Dr. F. G. Finley and Dr. J. M, Jack 
treated several cases at their offices. 

Dr. F. A. Buller, oculist and aurist and Dr. H. S. Bir. 
kett, laryngologist, performed successful operations on 
their eyes, ears and throats. These gentlemen give their 
services gratuitously. We have also to record our obliga- 
tions to Drs. H. J. S. and J. ©. Nichol, dentists, who give 
unsparingly of their time to the demands made upon 
them. Rey. Edward Bushell and Prof. John Campbell 
L.L.D. look after the spiritual welfare of our cha ge and 
in this they are assisted by Mr. D. W. Ross ot Westmount. 

Miss Ethel Raynes conducts the Sunday-school class 
for the Blind, the semi-deaf and the efficient ip-readers 
and Mrs. Root, the Misses Raynes and Miss Sweeney of 
Westmount and the Misses Anna Mackay and Altice 
Buchanan give weekly readings to the Biind. 

The children, whose parents were unable to send 
Christmas presents, were kindly remembered by Mrs. 
Robert Mackay, who provided each one with a pretty citt. 
Kyery thing was done to make this festive season a happy 
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one for all. In this we were generously assisted by 
friends whose names appear on the list of Christmas do- 
nations. 

Before concluding my report, I will take a brief  re- 
trospective glance from my vantage ground of twenty 
years service in the Mac kay Institution. 

In June 1881, Mr. Joseph Mackay, the founder of the 
Mackay Institution, was called to his eternal home and 
in September of the same year, I entered on my duties as 
articulation teacher at the Mackay Institution. The follow- 
ing year, Mr. Thomas Widd, a highly educated deaf-mute, 
who was appointed principal of the school in 1870 by the 
first Board of Management, resigned his position on ac- 
count of ill health and Tw - elected superintendent. Of 
the active members of the then Board of Management, 
there only remain with us at present writing, Mr. Charles 
Alexander, Mrs. Wolferstan Thomas and Mrs. P. 8. 
Stevenson. 

Mr. Edward Mackay succeeded Mr. Joseph Mackay as 
president and he in turn, was followed ay Mr. Hugh 
Mackay. The Messrs. Mackay, not only give generously 
during their life-time but at their death | ‘eft jegacies to 
the endowment fund. In 1889, Mr. F. Wo:ferstan 
Thomas, who had bee. an indefatigable member of the 
Board of Management from 1871, was appointed to the 
chair and remained president until May 1900, when he 
too, was suddenly summoned from us by death. 

During his time, workshops and a girls’ play-room 
were added to the bui ding, a new and more modern 
system of drainage effected, the electric light introduc- 
ed, an Artesiin Well sunk, a wind-mill erected and 

many other Aiea sae its made; with the exception of a 
special donation of $1,300.00 from Mr. Hugh Mackay for 
the Artesian Well; the money, necessary for m: any of the 
above outlays, was alm: st all collected in the city by Mr. 
Thomas hinkeol? He was truly a great philanthropist 
and his generous heart never bounded with more un- 
selfish pleasure than when addressing, as was his wont 
on his numerous visits, the upturned and interested but 
silent taces of the children of this School nor was his 
hand ever more willingly extended to give than when 
placing at my disposal money to provide the treats so 
well loved by the children. Since Mr. Wolferstan Tho- 
mas’ demise, Mrs. W olferatari Thomas undertakes the

Mr. Charles Alexander, who had been elected presi- 
dent at a meetine called in 1869 by the Citizens of Mont- 
real to consider the question of inaugurating a school for 
the instruction of the Protestant Deaf of this Provinee, 
and who had held the office for six years, again took the 
chair made vacant by death, bringing with him his old 


interest in and lore for the work of ameliorating the con- 
dition of the afflicted. 

In 1881, the staff

ance. There are to-day sixty-five enrolled. In 1887, Mr. 
P. 8. Ross resigned the position of Secretary and was

The first impression made WW pon. a visitor. is of the ex- 
ceeding natur: i beauty and splen id healthfulness: of the 
site on which the building is rasa It is just such a 
site as a man of large fortune would have chosen for the 
erection of his family mansion. It is a matter for pro- 
found thankfulness that the best has not been thought 
too good for these whose lot in life lies in the sorrow of 
physical defect. The parents and friends of the pupils 
mace be greatly comforted in the thought that their loved 
ones are in a home so brimful of brightness and health 
For it is indeed a home, and not one of those lean and 
wretched institutions that at one time made the name of 
charity an offence to kindly man. 

But a beautiful site, pleasant grounds, and a fine build- 
ing do not make a home, for that, wise and loving human 
hearts are necessary, and certainly these are not lacking 
here. In Mrs. Ashcroft, and her band of teachers the 
institution has just what is needed to make ita home in 
the highest sense of the term, a place where the wise 
head, the firm hand and the loving heart reveal them- 
selves in the eed the comfort and the progress of the 
inmates. It would be superfluous to make comment on 
such matters as cleanliness and neatness, these are taken 
for granted. The one thing to be emphasized is the 
generally wholesome aspect of eve srything from front door 
to back, and from cellar to garret. 


The work of examination began with the blind of 
whom there are six. A prominent place was given to 
music, and that is right. There are some things that are 
made sweeter by darkness and music is one, songs in the 
night are the dearest, and these are perpetually in the 
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dark, these blind folks, what a benefit to them to bring 
into their night the companionship of music. It touched 
the heart to see these children bringing the music from 
the unseen keys. While on this theme a suggestion may 
be in order. Why should not some reader of this re- 
port replace the worn piano with a better one? And why 
should there not be other instruments, the. violin, the 
guitar, the clarinet, so that in the case of the blind ones 
their “ night shall be filled with music.” After the music 
came the reading of that wonderful Braille System, and 
the arithmetic on the curious slates, and we marvelled to 
see how fingers had become eyes and touch had come 
to the rescue of sight. 

After finishing with the blind we went on to the ex- 
amination of the work of the Deaf-Mutes. This certainly 
comes under two heads, the acquisition of knowledge 
by the artificial or substituted method, and the attempt to 
acquire it by a near approach to the normal method of 
direct interchange of language. So far as the former is 
concerned the work done is similar to that in the ordin- 
ary schools. It is necessarily a slower process, but it 
brings these unfortunate children into comradeship of 
knowledge with their more fortunate brothers and sisters. 
They learn the same facts in geography, history, make 
use of the same mathematica! principles, and know the 
meaning of the same words. In fact they are no longer 
strangers and foreigners, but fellow-citizens with the 
scholars of the world. Special mention should be made 
of the writing, it was in all cases clear and regular, and in 
some singularly free and beautiful. Under the second 
head com:s the teaching of lip-reading and speech. The 
deaf are made to hear with their eyes by watching the 
movements of lip, teeth and tongue, defective speech cor- 
rected, and the dumb are made to speak, yes to speak with 
organs that otherwise would be the instruments of nothing 
but inarticulate sounds. Surely this is wonderful, nor 
can we ever estimate the patience and ingenuity exercised 
by the teachers in producing these marvellous results. 

That the directly practical is not forgotten is seen in the 
provision made for manual training. Good work is being 
done in carpentering, shoemaking, printing ete. but more 
might be accomplished if the money were forthcoming, 
Why should not the carpenter’s shop have its fret saw 
and turning lathe.? Why should not the printing-press 
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be driven by a small electric moter? The gymnasium is 
an airy and ‘pleasant room, but makes dumb appeal for 
dumb-bells, indian clubs, parallel bars, punching bag and 
all the other arrangements for such a room. 

The examination was brought to a close by a few 
words each from Charles Alexander Esq. the tried friend 
of all good causes, the Rev. Dr. Mackay familiar to all, 
and the writer of this report. Then we sat down in the 
cheerful dining-room to the mid-day meal with the princi- 
pal and her staff of teachers, and after an hour of pleasant 
intercourse, went home thankful to Him whose spirit in- 
clines men and women to works of love and helpfulness. 
The work of the teachers is hard, but has its own reward. 
We may apply to them these words of Charles Dickens 
spoken of Dr. Howe the teacher of Laura Bridgman. 

“ Well may the gentleman call that a delightful mo- 
ment in which some distant promise of her present state 
first gleamed upon the mind of Laura Bridgman. Through- 
out his life, the recollection of that moment will to him be 
a source of pure, unfading happiness; nor will it shine 
less brightly on the evening of her days of noble useful- 
ness.
